We think the important of a good 


supply of pure -water for stock oi All 
kinds, in winter, is much better under- 
stood 
now than 
it was forty or 


fifty years ago. 
We can recall gome of 


the disadvantages under "which stock 
labored, at that time, quite vividly. 
The winter supply of water, for cuttle 
especially, was often in the nearest 
swamp, perhaps from one hundred to 
one hundred and sixty rods from the 
barn. When the swamp froze over it 
became a regular chore every morning 
to go down to the swamp and cut sev- 
eral holes in the ice for the cattle to 
drink in. 
For this purpose it was 


thought best to keep an old ax near «t 
hand and, to give the cattle a better 
chance, an old shovel with which to 
clean out the pieces of ice. As the ice 
froze thicker and th!cker the'sarface of 
the water sank deeper and deeper below 
the surface of the ice, and cattle could 
only reach it with increasing difficulty. 
If there were snow on the ground it be- 
came still more difficult,for cattle to 
reach the water with their mouths.- We 
have seen them compelled to kneel 
down in order to reach it. When they 
reached it it was but little above freez- 
ing temperature, and they drank it 
slowly and with reluctance. The water 
was from sixty to sixty-five degrees be- 
low the temperature of their bodies and 
filling their stomachs with such cold 
water often caused them to shiver. 
Moreover, to raise the temperature of 
that cold water to nearly one hun- 
dred degrees, the normal tempera- 
ture of the animal's body, consumed 
quite an amount of heat that must be 
made up for, either in the fats of their 
systems or the carbon in their food. 
Hence quite a proportion of their daily 
rations wont to replace the heat wasted 
in raising icy water to animal tempera- 
ture. We can see how this would cause 
shrinkage in milk in a cow or loss of 
flesh in any animal. 


There was another thing in this con- 


nection we can recall. When there 
was deep snow upon the ground the 
cattle would break a path through it 
with much reluctance, and It would be 
a narrow path, admitting but one ani- 
mal to walk in it at a time. Generally, 
when the cattle started for the water, 
i be master would lead and they would 
follow with almost as much stickling 
for right of precedence as the members 
of the royal household and the aristoc- 
racy of Great Britain contend for their 
places on occasions of state ceremony. 
While the leaders were drinking, those 
behind would remain standing in th» 
path und when the first served were 
ivsidy to return to the barn, It not in- 
l'rei|iiently happened that the rearmott 
eattle, rather than turn out'into tlie 
deep .show, would return to the barn 
wilhoul water. We trust that the num- 
ber of farmers who water their cattl* 
in such a sviiy, now, is very small. 
' 


It is quite probable that ti large pro- 


portion of ttie water drank by stock, lu 
winter, even in this progressive age, ia 
not very much above the 
freezing 


point, in very cold weatherl Where U 
is drawn from deep wells by wind-mill* 
or by hand pumps, it lose* heat very 
rapid!}' in open troughs and soou k 
skim of ice appears over its surface. 
The heller way is to pump enough, 
three limes a day, for the stock, and 
either carry it lo them, in their stalls, 
or lead them to their trough and see 
I hat, they have an opportunity to drink, 
and then draw all the water from the 
trough. We are aware that this la a 
good deal of labor, with a large stock, 
but it pays to bestow the necessary labor 
upon stock; it certainly does not pay to 
keep stock and neglect it. 


Of late years, the question of warm- 


ing the water, in winter, for stock, has 
been considerably agitated. 
Kxperi- 


inents have shown that milk cows will 
give more milk and fattening stock 
will gain more rapidly on tepid than 
cold water, but, whether the water can 
be heated more cheaply with wood or 
coal, than with hay or grain, has not 
been so clearly shown. 
If all the h«at 


were utilized to Ihe very best advan- 
tage, we would suppose that the tem- 
perature of the water could be raised 
to the desired point with coal at one» 
fourth of a cent a pound, at less cost 
than with hay at half n cent or with 
corn at a cent a pound, but, whether 
much more heat of the coal, under th» 
water, than of the hay or grain in this 
animal's.stomach, would not be wasted, 
is a more difficult i|uestinn to decide. 
We have little doubt that where a 
farmer milks a few cows in winter ha 
could Imat enough water fit the kitchen 
slove to raise the temperature of their 
di'iuk to the desired height without any 
appreciable Wfisle of fuel. 


All these economical i|uestions should 


be studied h\ the farmer and deter- 
mined by can-fill experiment. Success 
in farming, as well as in other kinds of 
business, can only be attained by the 
practice of the most rigid economy. 
To be able to a<rertain where waste is 
probable it is necessary lo understand 
tlie business, thoroughly, in all it* 
m i i i i i t i i r . — A M r f i r i t H 
fittrtil Uiniif.

Glimpses ol them can be caught

License to Wed Carrie Stem, 


a Girl of 17 Yean. 


Something of a sensation was canaec 


in the county clerk's office this morning 
•when Rev. George Landgraf, of the Ger- 
man Lutheran chnroh, accompanied by 
the applicant, Godfried Minthnr, a stout 
German from Tolono, applied for a license 
to wed Carrie -Stern, a frail young girl 
of 17, whose parents reside in Germany 
and whose only relative in America ia on 
mint who resides on Herkiraer street,this 
city. It had come to the knowledge of 
Clerk Hardy that Carrie had told the 
minister himself and Godfried aa well, 
only last Sunday, that she did not and 
would not marry Minthur; that she was 
not si rong, and was too young to wed, 
and furthermore that she didn't like the 
Tolorio man, and would never marry him 
under any circumstances. Carrie baa been 
u servant in the family of F. W. Haines, 
>n West William street. She waa visited 
twice by God fried on Sunday. He was 
accompanied once by Key. Landgraf, in 
whose presence Carrie stated that she 
would not marry the young man. She 
offered to give back a present, but God- 
fried wouldn't receive it. The couple 
were not engaged. In the evening Car- 
rie's aunt came to the Haines residence, 
and after a stormy interview took her 
home, where she is now probably closely 
guarded. 


Having knoweldge of the circumstan- 


ces, Clerk Hardy was naturally indignant 
that application for a marriage license 
should be made, and he plainly told 
Landgraf that the paper could not lie 
liad only on the |>ersonal and free appli- 
cation of Carrie herself, she to oome to 
the office alone. 


Some time ago the same German tried 


to get n license to marry Carrie, but it 
was refused him. It appears that Car- 
rie's aunt is very anxious to have Carrie 
narry Miuthur, mid she is very angry be- 
«uso the young woman is obstinate. 


The affair excites much interest in Ger-

young woman to whom he is not ongag-
